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ABSTRACT 

Average salary increases for 558 faculty m the field 
of agribusiness ^nd agricultural production are repc 'ted for 
1984-1985 and 1987-1988, as part of the College and University 
Personnel Association's annual faculty salary studies. Included are 
comparative data for 160,596 faculty at 216 public colleges and 266 
private colleges, representing 45 academic disciplines. In 1984, 38 
public colleges and 11 private colleges reported on agriculture and 
agribusiness faculty salaries, while 38 public and 9 private colleges 
reported in 1987. In 1987-88, average faculty salaries in this field 
were approximately 6% and 17% below the overall average faculty 
salaries of the other 44 disciplines/major fields for both public and 
private colleges, respectively. The average salary for the field in 
the private colleges was 10% lower than in the public colleges in 
1984-85. In 1987-88, the overall salary factor in the private 
colleges was 11% less than in the public colleges, .83 vs. .94, 
respectively. Included is information on: the number of faculty by 
academic rank, including new assistant professors; salaries by 
academic rank; the ratio of average salaries to total salaries of all 
institutions in both years; comparisons with the Consumer Price Index 
of changes in cost-of-living for both yearp.; and comparisons with 44 
other disciplines. The disciplines and participating institutions are 
listea.

"basoline year" of 1984-85 to and including the ''trend year" of 1987-88 for 
l>o(]i public and private institutions. Of the 272 institutions which partici- 
raLed in CUPA»s PUBLIC (AASCU) study of 198A-85, 216 also participated in 
i0ci/-S3. Data from those same 216 institutions were used in both the baseline 
yoar and the trend year. Of the A51 institutions which participated in CUPA'S 
PRIVATE study of 1984-85, 266 also participated in 1987-88. Data from those 
^ame 266 institutions were used in both the baseline year and the trerd year. 

This study lists the avorage salaries in agribusiness and agricultural 
production for both public and private participating institutions by rank, 
eluding "new assistant professor," the faculty mix percentage (FAC MIX PCT) 
and the salary factor. In addition comparisons are made with the CPI (Consumer 
^Vice Index) of changes in cost-of-living between the two studies for each of 
the two study years (1984-85 and 1987-38). 

The CPI is based on prices of food, clothing, shelter and fuels, transpor- 
L-t-lon, nedical care, entertainment, and other goods and services that people 
buy for day-to-day living. In exan.ining trends in faculty salary it is impor- 
tant to consider any changes in the economy. Thus, by comparing changes in 
faculty salaries with the CPI, a more precise representati .n of the "real" 
sniary increases is yielded. 

Tne salary is based on a nine- or ten-month academic year salary of full- 
time faculty only. Full-time faculty menbers are those who teach no less than 
51 percent of the time. Salary for sumir.er academic work, fringe benefits, and 
i)orquisites are not included in the salary data. Tne average salary displayed 
is computed from ail faculty salaries reported for a given rank and discipline. 
Tne "i\L'>I" means the number of faculty .vu^r/ocr^ whose salaries were included 



liven acadeiiuc rank and discipiine/indjur field. 

The FAC MIX PCT is the percentage of faculny in a given discipline/major 
field who hold a given acadcnic rank, lor example, a FAC MIX PCT factor of ,32 
for associate professor of agribusiness and agricultural production in the 
1984-85 public study means that 32 percent of the faculty in that discipline/ 
major field hold the rank of associate professor. 

The SALARY FACTOR for a given rank of a g.ven discipline/major field is the 
ratio of the average salary to the total ave^-age salary of all institutions in 
each of the four studies: PUBLIC 1984-85, PUBLIC 1987-88, PRIVATE 1984-85 and 
PRIVATE 1987-88. For example, a SALARY FACTOR of 0.95 for assistant professors 
in the discipline/major field of agribusiness and agricultural production in 
the i9S4~85 public study means that their salaries are 5 percent lower than the 
average of all assistant professors in all institutions in that study. 

NEW ASST PROF is the grouping of assistant professors who were hired for 
the first time in the fall of the study year (1984-85 or 1987-88;. All informa- 
tion for thi?= group was included in the ASST PRO^ group for reporting purposes. 
This group is used mainly for new hiring information. 

ALL MAJOR FIELDS is the entire data base for all 45 disciplines/major 
fields in each of the four studies. It is used to compare, among other things, 
tiio discipline/major field of agribusiness and agricultural production wJ th the 
eritire data base for each study. 

Of particular iiTiport to the reader is noting the size of the sample on 
which each percentage or dollar value is based. The smaller the number in the 
group, the greater the effect of extreme scores on a descriptive statistic such 
as tne average. It should be noted also that any large disparity in the sample 
slzos between the "baseline yea^:" of 1984-85 and the "trend year" of 1987-88 
will los.sen the reliability and validity of any conclusions that one might make 
. . ,vh1 on a simple comparison of averages.

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R^^CLTS OF THE TWO PUBLIC (.\ASCJ) STUDIES, lSSA-85 AND 1987-88 

In the PUBLIC 1984-85 salary study in the above table, the reader may note 
Wml the discipline/iTiajor field of agribusiness and agriculcural production was 
roportea ia 38 of the 216 public (AASCL) institutions. The average salary of 
(he 258 faculty was $27,9A7. This averag salary was approximately 4 percent 
(0.96) lower than average salary of $25,234 for all 50,311 faculty in ALL MAJOR 
FIELDS in the 1984-85 public study. 

In the PUBLIC 1987-88 salary study in the above tabic, the discipline/major 
field of agribusiness and agricultural production was reported in 38 of the 
sano 216 public (AASCU) institutions. Tr.e average salary of the 253 faculty was 
$32,543 This average salary was approximately 6 percent (0.94) lower than the 
.?voragB salary of $34,531 for all 51,570 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in the 
1987-88 public study. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in tne discipline/major 
field of agribusiness and agricultural proauction after three years in the 
public institutions studied was 16.4 percent ($32,543 minus $27,947 equals 
$4,596). The CPI of increased v-ost-of -living between October 1984 and October 
1987 was 9.5 percent. A more realistic increase, therefore, in average faculty 
salaries ever the three-year time period is 6.9 percent or an average of 2.3 
percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The increa.se in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS after 
tui'ee years in the public institutions studied was 18.3 percent ($34,531 minus 
$29,234 equals $5,347). In comparison to the discipline/major field of 
agribusiness and agricultural production (16.4%), therefore, the faculty in ALL 
MAJOR FIEI""^ increased their salaries by 1.9 percent (18.3% minus 16.4% equals 
i.9'') r.c-e thaii faculty in the discipline/major field of agribusiness and 
. cul t i.rr.l production. 



The reaaer r.ay note that the faculty mix percentage in agribusiness and 
ng- icultural production is higher at the professor rank than at the assistant 
professor rank in both the public studies: 0.36 vs 0.26 (1984-85) and 0.36 vs 
0.26 (1987-88), respectively. The differences in faculty mix percentage at the 
ranks of professor and assistant professor in ALL MAJOR FIELDS for both public 
studies are as follows: 0.33 vs. 0.27 (1984-85) and 0.35 vs. 0.28 u987-88). 
respectively. In other words ALL MAJOR FIELDS has approximately equal 
poT-contages of professors and assistant professors compared to agribusiness and 
agricultural production i.n both of the public studies. 

Finally, the hiring rate of new assistant professors in agribusiness and 
agricultural production in the public studies was lower than the hiring rate in 
ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 1984-85. 2.7 percent (7/258) vs. 3.8 percent 
(1,931/50,311), respectively; and in 1987-88, 3.6 percent (9/253) vs. 4.4 
F^Tcent (2,245/51,570), respectively. 

RESULTS OF THE TWO PRIVATE STUDIES, 1984-85 AND 1987-88 
In the PRIVATE 1984-85 salary study in the above table, the reader ma> note 
that the discipline/major field of agribusiness and agricultural production was 
reported in 11 of the 256 p.^ivate institutions. The ave-age salary of the 25 
faculty was $25,495. This average salary was about 14 percent (0.86) lower than 
the average salary of $29,769 for all 28,591 faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in :he 
1984-85 private study. 

In the PRIVATE 1987-83 salary study in the above table, tne discipline/ 
major field of agribusiness and .agricultural production was reported in 9 of 
the same 266 private institvtions . The average salary of the 22 faculty was 
S29.385. This average salary was about 17 percent (0.83) lower than the average 
'-•-■^v.'y of $35,269 for all 29,724 faculty in ALL .MAJOR FIELDS in the 1987-88 
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privrite study. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in agribusiness and 
agricultural production after tb.rec years in the private institutions studied 
was 15.3 percent ($29,335 ir.inas $25,A95 equals $3,890). The CPI of increased 
cost-of-living between October i98A and October 1987 was 9.5 percent. A more 
realistic increase, therefore, in average faculty salaries over the three-year 
time period is 5.8 percent or 1.9 percent each year above the cost-of-living. 

The increase in average salaries for all faculty in ALL MAJOR FIELDS after 
lliree years in the private institutions studied was 18.5 percent ($35,269 minus 
$29,769 equals $5,500). In comparison to the discipline/major field of 
agr ibusi-^.ess and agricultural production (15.3%), therefore, the faculty in ALL 
MAJOR FIELDS increased their salaries by 3.2 percent (18.5% minus 15.3% equals 
3.2%) more than faculty in agribusiness and agricultural production. 

In tne discipline/iTiajor field of agribusiness and agricultural production, 
the reader may note that the faculty ::^ix percentage at the professor rank is 
liigher than at the assistant professor rank in the private studies: 0.36 vs. 
0.28 (19'^'.-85), respectively; and 0.36 vs. 0.32 (1987-83), respectively. This 
is somewhat different from ALL KiAJOR FIELDS for both private studies: 0.33 vs. 
U.30 (1984-85), respectively; and 0.33 vs. 0.30 (1987-83), respectively. In 
other words ALL MAJOR FIELDS had a lower percentage of professors in both 
private studies and a lower percentage of as::istant professors in the 1987-88 
study when compared to agribusiness and agricultural production. 

Finally, the reader rtic.y note that the hiring rate of new assistant profes- 
sors in agribusiness and agricultural production in the private studies was 
lower than the hiring rate in ALL MAJOR FIELDS in 198/»-85, 4.0 percent (1/25) 
v^-:. /.2 percent ( 1 22A/23 , 901 ) , respectively; and in 19d7-cS, 0.0 percent (0/22) 
v-^. percent: (1,322/29,724), respectively. 



CONCLUDING RKM^^kKS 

Tills article presented salary-trend information on the academic discipline/ 
nr. J or field of agribusiness and agricultural production and compared that 
information with AA ouher academic disciplines/major fields ovar a period of 
t iiree years: the "baseline year" of 1984-85 through ^.he ''trend year" of 1987- 
88. Two studies, one for public (AASCu) institutions, and the other for private 
iiiSt i tut ions were conducted tor the baseline year and for the trend year--a 
tv^tal of four studies. A total of 558 faculty in the discipline/major field of 
agribusiness and agricultural producti'^n participated and were incltded in the 
overall total of 160,596 faculty in all A5 disciplines/major fields :*n all four 
studies. The same 216 public (AASCIJ) institutions and the same 266 private 
institutions in the united States participated in the baseline year and the 
t rend year. 

Although many interpolations and extrapolations of the data may be made, a 
fow of the more impi^^rtant ones are as follows. First, the average faculty sala- 
i*y in the disoipline/maj or field of agribusiness and agricultural production is 
currently (19S7-3&) soi:;e 6 and 17 percent below the overall average faculty 
Srilai'les of tlie other disciplines/major fields for both the public and 

private studies, respectively. The average faculty salary for agribusiness and 
a i;ri cultural production in the private institutions was 10 percent lov/er than 
tliat in the public institutions in 198^-85. The overall salary factor in the 
private institutions is now ( 1937-83) 11 percent less in compar-^son to that for 
the public institutions: 0.83 vs. 0.9A, respectively. 

Second, the C?I of October 1937, in con^.parison to the CPI of October 
iru;icates that the faculty in agribusiness and agricultural production, in both 
the puolic and private institutions, received overall salary increases for 
r'..eo years above the co.st-o:-l ' ving. Agribusiness and agricultural production 
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f.Tcuity sA^arios in both the public and private insnitutions lagged behind fac- 
ulty salaries in ALL >L\JOR FIELDS during this saine period by 1.9 percent and 
3.2 percent, respectively. Agribasiness and agricultural production faculty in 
both the public and private institutions hrve some catching up to do m salary 
ill comparison with ALL MAJOR rIELDS. 

Third, in the discipiine/mjor fiexd of agribusiness and agricultural 
production the full professor rank has a greater percentage compared to the 
assistant professor rafik for both the public and private studies. The full 
professor ran^ has remained constant in both the private and public j isti- 
tutions. It seems a smaller percentage of new assistant professors are being 
hired in the private institutions m comparison to the public institutions. 

Ko\v that a rather significanr. data base on individual faculty member sala- 
ries has been developed, it is anticipated that additional salary-trend studies 
will be ef- acted in agribusiness and agricultural production, and in other dis- 
ciplines/major fields, on an annual basis.
